GENERAL REMARKS. 

Under Chapter 133 Laws of 1897 for refunding the outstanding 
bonds of the State, I advertised and sold on the 24th day of Feb- 
ruary, 1897, $112,000, refunding bonds dated May 1, 1897, to run 
thirty years without option at 4 per cent, interest. This issue was 
made to refund Capitol Huilding Warrants to the amount of f 63,- 
000, bearing 5 per cent, interest; Penitentiary bonds to the amount 
of 129,000 bearing 4| per cent., and f20,000 of Univefsity bonds 
bearing 4^ per cent interest. The issue was sold at a premium of 
fl,340.00. 

SUSPENDED BANKS. 

' The following banks now in the hands of receivers were desig- 
nated State Depositories under Chapter 4, Article 4 of the Revised 
CJodes of North Dakota. At the time of the failure balances were as 
follows: Citizens' National Bank of Fargo, f48,924<0; Grand 
Forks National of Grand Forks, $10,791.44; Second National of 
Grand Forks, f3,124.95; First National of Pembina, f 10,508.24; 
First National of Minot, $5,133.73. ^I have received in dividends 
from Citizens' National, $9,784.80; First Pembina, $2,627.06; Second 
National of Grand Forks, $937.47; Grand Forks National, $1,618.71. 
The receiver of the First National of Minot has declared a dividend 
of 10 per cent., but I have not yei received it At the time of the 
failure of the First National of Minot a cheek went forward for 
deposit and reached there on the day of closing. I immediately or- 
dered the Bed River Valley National Bank of Fargo not to pay the 
check when presented. The receiver brought suit to recover the 
amount, but the district court of Cass county gave judgment to 
the state. The check was paid to me on the 17th of September 
last. Balances now due: From Citizens' National, $39,140.00. 
First Pembina, $7,881.18; Grand Forks National, $9,172.73; Second 
National, $2,187.48; First National of Minot, $2,806.64. 

Bonds to secure the deposits in each of the above banks were 
filed according to law, and are amply sufficient to cover any loss 
that may result by failure of the banks to pay in full.
